Slayer of Six 
Drowned 
Himself In 
Quarry Hole. 
Quincy, Mass., Oct. 15.—The body 
of I.utgl Restelli, the former granite 
manufacturer, who shot six persons, 
two fatally, in this city last summer, 
was found in an abandoned quarry 
hole near the scene of one of his 
crimes. He had committed suicide on 
the day of the murder. 
In order to make death by drown­ 
ing certain, Restelli had attached to 
himself two hammers, weighing sev­ 
enty-five pounds, aud then had hand­ 
cuffed his wrists together. 
Restelli also killed his aged mother. 
For some time previous to the shoot­ 
ing he had been acting strangely. 


ANONYMOUS NOTE 
MAY WIN $500,000 


Fortune May Reward Man Who 
Exposed Customs Fraud. 


New York, Oct. 15.—The sensational 
raid on the Fifth avenue store of the 
Duveen Brothers, art dealers, followed 
by the arraat of two members of the 
firm- Benjamin J. Duveen and his un 
cie, Henry J. Duveen—who are charg­ 
ed with having defrauded the govern­ 
ment out of an immense sum, said to 
be as much as 91,000,009, was brought 
about by an anonymous letter received 
four days ago by Collector Loeb. This 
interesting detail was divulged by the 
collector, who managed to find the 
writer of the letter. 
Mr. Loeb declined to make known 
the name ot the letter writer, aud It 
is possible that the name of the per­ 
son, who is said to have made ii pos­ 
sible for the government to bring a 
specific charge against the Duveens, 
may be kept a secret, at least until 
the case comes to trial. 
It may be that the anonymous friend 
of the government may become a very 
rich mau because of his patriotic act. 
Rewards given in such instances as 
this are often as high as 50 per cent 
of the fines imposed after conviction. 
As it is said that the Duveens have 
underestimated the value of their re­ 
cent imiMMtations of art works to the 
tune of about 11 .coo.one, the anony­ 
mous friend of Uncle Ram faces a 
prospective 
fortune of $100,000 at 
least, and may Ire of $500,000, as Mr. 
Loeb has expressed himself as being 
sure of the conviction of the Duveens. 
And then, Mr. Anonymous may get a 
much larger sum.

Freight Rates to Keep Pace With 


Country. 


Washington, Oct. 15.—Railroads In 
Eastern Trunk Line territory have pre 
Rented to the interstate 
commerce 
commission their reasons for the pro 
posed advance in freight rates. 
Counsel for the roads have express 
ed entire willingness to rest their case 
on statem ents made by James Mc- 
Gres, president of the Pennsylvania; 
Daniel Willard, president of tho Balti­ 
more & Ohio, and W. C. Brown, presi­ 
dent of the New York Central lines. 
Such heavy mental and executive 
artillery as was unlimbered in this le­ 
gal proceeding seldom has been em­ 
ployed in Investigations by the inter 
state commerce commission. 
Great financiers and railroad execu­ 
tives, who ordinarily do not take the 
public into their confidence, have stat­ 
ed their opinions and views regarding 
not merely the business of their re­ 
spective lines, but also the economic 
problems which confront the Ameri­ 
can transportation companies. They 
have discussed their operations in the 
past and their proposals for the fu­ 
ture. They have indicated what they 
regard as the embarrassments under 
which they are laboring in their ef 
forts to enable the railroads to keep 
pace with the tremendous 
develop 
merit 
and 
progress of the United 
States. They have sought to justify in 
t leases made in freight rates. 


Must Havs Vast Burna. 
Vast sums of m oney must be avail 
able. according to testimony given by 
the presidents of gigantic systems, to 
carry their plans into effect. And they 
are unanimous in the opinion that the 
necessary funds can he obtained, di­ 
rectly or indirectly, only 
through a 
reasonable advance in freight rates. 
These, they say, aside from the money 
thus derived, would make their Becurl. 
ties more attractive to investors. 
W. C. Brown, president of the New 
York 
Central,, resumed the witness 
stand for cross examination. The only 
other railroad witness to be called la 
J. C. Stewart, vice pi evident In charge 
of operation of the Erie railroad. ‘ 
Mr. Browu was asked by Mr. (.yon, 
of the commissioner’s counsel, wheth­ 
er the New York Central followed the 
principle adopted by the Pennsylvania 
railroad of applying a dollar of surplus 
to improvements for every dollar of 
dividends paid. 
"It might be very desirable to pur­ 
sue that plan.” replied Mr. Brown, “but 
the New York Central has not been 
able to follow it.” 
“As a matter of fac t, the New York 
Central never has been able to ap­ 
proach the record of the Pennsylvania 
in that respect. We have not been able 
even to do as well as the Baltimore SI 
Ohio by putting as much ms 50 cents 
of surplus into improvements for each 
dollar in dividends. 
“During twenty-one years the New 
York Central has paid an average of 
4.76 per cent in dividends to its stock­ 
holders. an average less than they 
could have realized if they had invest­ 
ed their money iu first class mort­ 
gages. 
During that time they have 
taken out of earnings and applied to 
improvements I 27 per cent, or Just 
about 25 cents for each dollar of divi­ 
dends.” 
After Mr. Brown had given similar 
information of earnings and surplus 
set aside for improvements on other 
of the New York Central lines, Com­ 
missioner Lane asked how it h 
nej 
that in such rich 
territory th* New 
York Central 
paid such small divi­ 
dends.

Husband W as Killed by a Train on 
the Reading Railway.

Tushmaker’s Pulling Machine Was 
a Wonderful Invention. 


KILLED HIS FIRST PATIENT. 


But That Simply Couldn’t Be Helped, 
and the Autopsy Showed Why the 
Victim Lifted His Right Leg Each 
Time the Lever W as Turned. 


Mr. Tushmaker was never regularly 
bred as a physician or surgeon, but he 
possessed naturally a strong mechan­ 
ical genius and a fine appetite, and, 
finding his teeth of great service In 
gratifying the latter propensity, he 
concluded that he could do more good 
In the world and create more real hap­ 
piness therein by putting the teeth 
of Its Inhabitants in good order than 
in any other way, so Tushmaker be­ 
came a dentist 
He was the man who first Invented 
the method of placing small cog­

W ashington, Ort. 15.—After months 
of secret effort and patient waiting, 
officiate of the geueral land offlc* were 
able to announce the indictment of a 
num ber of claimant!* to valuable coal 
lamia in Alaska. 
The entries involved 
num ber 154, and cover almost 25.000 
acres of land, all of which lies in the 
Bering S trait diet rift, in which the 
Cunningham claims are located. 
They are what are known as the 
English or Straeey and the Christo­ 
pher^Si in mon (is 
groups, 
the 
former 
containing 80 aud the tetter 74 claims 
of 160 acres each. The deposits eov 
ered by these claims are believed to 
be as rich as those of the Cunningham 
mines, which cut a conspicuous figure 
in the Ballinger Pin* hot controversy. 
The indictm ents were handed down 
in the United Slates district court, 
sitting at Tacoma. Wash., and the in 
formation that they had been returned 
was conveyed in two telegram s re 
ceived by Commissioner Den net from 
Special Agent Christensen, in charge 
of Alaskan m atters, to whose efforts 
the findings are especially due. 


Both Groups Indicted. 


The first message contained the an 
nouncem ent of the action against the 
English group and stated ttiat indict­ 
ments had been returned against C. 
F. Munday, A. II Straeey, Archie W. 
Shields and E. H Siegley. A tew min 
lites later came the second telegram 
telling of the indictment of Cornelius 
Christopher. 
George Simmonds 
and 
Mortimer C. Sweeney, of the second 
group. 
He added that w arrants would 
be Issued as soon as the indic tee! men 
could be apprehended 
The first group of defendants takes 
Its nam e from the fact that a number 
of people In western C anada are sup 
posed to be interested in the claims 
taken up by this party. 
Straeey, one 
of the men indicted, is a resident cd 
Vancouver, and Is charged with beiug 
instrum ental iii making some of the 
locations. 
M unds' is a prominent at­ 
torney in Seattle 
The charge against the indie ted men 
is that the entries w ere macle in th e 
names of "dum m ies.” Most of the en 
trymen were residents of Washington, 
aud their claims are said to have peen 
located with an agreement that the 
claims should he assigned or dc died to 
third patties as scstn as parties willing 
IO become interested could be found 
by the locator. There is said to have 
been a further understanding that the 
locator should have a large percentage 
of the sale price 


Never Saw Their Claims. 


The charge differs from the* c h a r g e 
made in the Cunningham claims, in 
which there was no allegation that the 
entrym en took the claims for persons 
other than themselves, but rather that 
they had a previous agreem ent to work 
or dispose of their claims as a unit. It 
is said that very few of the claim ants 
in the new cases ever saw the tend on 
w hich their nam es were used for lex a 
lions. 
Both groups of claims figured to a 
considerable extent in connection with 
the Ballinger Pine hot inquiry. C h a r g e s 
of fraud in connection with the en­ 
tries were made two yewrg ago, aud it 
was asserted that investigation had 
been stayed by the tend office, sup­ 
posedly for tom e sinister purposes.
